HUGE CROWD PRESENT 
FOR FIXAJj HONORS 


DUBLIN, Aug. 27.—With imposing 
military honor the body of Michael 
Collins. Ireland's, warrior statesman, 
was borne this evening through the 
streets of Dublin and placed on a 
catafalque before the main altar of 
the great Cathedral- Her* tomorrow 
morning a solemn requiem mass will 
be celebrated for the repose of his 
EOUl. 
Sunday's total suspension o* civic 
activities permitted 
the people to 
render unrestrictedly their homage to 
the memory of their bpjovea leader. 
Not from the metropolis alone but 
from the. country districts nearbj{ 
there streamed to the city hall where 
the body lay in state, countless thou- 
sands to gave upon the features of 
the man to whom, more than any oie 
else the people had looked for a 
peaceful settlement of Ireland's woe*- 
They came by train, by donkey cart, 


bv jaunting car and on foot: thej 
choked Dublin's streets, yet without 
disorder formed jn line, awaiting 
their turn to enter the cathedra! and 
pass before the coffin They knelt be- 
fore the coffin, beneath the flickering 
candles, and prayed for the eternal 
-happiness of Michael Collins and for 
the advent of peace In their unhapy 
country.

WARXIXG IS SEXT 
TO STRIKING TRAIXMEJf 


CLEVELAND, Aug. 28.—Members 


of the Brotherhood of Railroad Train- 
men who walked out on the Chicago 
and Altos at Roodhouse are in danger 
of haiing their charters revoked un- 
less they return to work and remain 
there until proper strike action is 
taken. W. G. Lee. president of the or- 
ganization declared here tonight. 
Mr Lee said he had sent a telegram 


to the officers of Lodge No 
4.4 at 


Roodhouse advising them against the 
illegal action of the members in viola- 
tion of the brotherhoclo constitution 
"which of necessity must result in the 
loss of their membership." The tele- 
gram was in reply to one sent by the 
lodge to Mr Lee 
Announcement that the heads of the 
"Big Five" brotherhoods -would mee* 
here Tuesday to discuss the shop- 
men's strike situation as it affects 
their organizations, was made by 
"Warren S Stone, president of the 
Brotherhood of Locomome Engin0"-"- 


"I wired them that if it is true ; 
strike is contrary to our law" 7c 
Lee said. "I told them if they go out 
illegally, I \vill have to enforce our 
laws. 
I also advised them against 
any action of the members in viola- 
tion of the constitution of ihe broth- 
hood, which of necessity must result 
in he loss of their membership." 


The trainmen's 
constitution pro- 


vides that in cases of grievances, the 
system general chairman must call a 
meeting of the executive committee 
for the system. The executive com- 
mittee may vote a strike which must 
be sanctioned by the president. 


YARDS AT KOODHorSE ARE 


CONGESTED WITH TRAINS 


ROODHOUSE, 111.. Aug. 28.—No 
trains have been moved out of Rood- 
house over the Chicago ard Alton rail- 
road since 6.45 o'clock last night when 


company officials manned a train that 
left for Bloomington. 
Chicago and Alton employes, who 


ha\e refused to take out trains, de- 
claring conditions have been "unsafe,1" 
had a meeting here today, but said 
afterward there was no statement to 
be given out. Besides the shop crafts 
forces who ha\e been on strike, other 
unions not working include the fire- 
men, trainmen and clerks Engmemen 
are not -working because they claim 
they have no qualified firemen. Con- 
ductors say they are ready to take out 
trains if crews are provided. 
According to union men, 350 men 


have quit work. They maintain that 
they are not striking, but are refusing 
to operate trains because they believe 
conditions are not safe since an ex- 
plosion in the yards se\ejral days ago 
which union men say was caused by 
bombs, but wnich railroad officials at- 
tributed to firecrackers. 


Twelve passenger trains and about 


25 freight trains operate in and out of 
here daily over the Chicago and Alton 
under normal conditions. 
The yards 
here are filled with TJassenger and 
freight trains. About three hundred 
passengers who were stalled here 
when train service was stopped have 
succeeded in getting to their destina- 
tions, some traveling over other roads, 
and others making their way to near- 
by points in cabs.

There were some 
who were 'out of luck' and the low 
st.'ite ot their personal treasuries re- 
sulted in their going to jail in default 
ot paying their lines.

basis: and there were no requests by 
conMcted persons to be given until 
next pay day' to settle up.

5usy for some time with a pocket 
tnife and a book of state receipt 
Blanks carrying out the receipts under 
.he complicated system which has 
been devised in compliance with the 
receipt law. 
The receipts are not 


written out but are cut out of diagrams 
vary much like postofflce money or- 
ders aie made out. One effect of the 
new system is to spin out the morning 
session of the court and unless some 
swifter way of dealing with persons 
who have been fined is devised it is 
likely that on mornings when an un- 
usually long docket is set for hearing 
court will run up until noon.

It is proposed to set in the rear of 
the courtroom a table where the police 
clerk can handle the payment of fines 
and give receipts without interfering 
with the smooth conduct of the court 
.close to Major Woodmg's bench. 
Failure to have money to pay fines 
is going to be a, source of embarrass- 
ment to some. The imposition of a 
fine of $10 means twenty days on the 
rock pile if the money is not paid at 
the time it is levied.

upon the stores' and residences 
tn»t. should hay* been constructed 
to.provide for the country's nor- 
mal development between 1914 
and 1922. 
Consequently that co- 


lossal figure measures the shortage 
we have inherited from the days 
when soaring construction costs 
made building unprofitable, and 
when men and materials were be- 
ing diverted to war purposes. 


The chart shown above, based 


on the btiilding permit* issued the 
last 20 years in a score of the larg- 
est cities, indicates how nearly the 
country 
approached 
complete 


building stagnation. In 1918 the 


curve approached closest its baia 
line. With construction at almost 
90 per cent below normal, the 
country was supplying a little 
more than a tenth of the buildings 
it needed. 


Economists are finding that 


most business and industrial ac- 
tivities move in cycles. From an 
examination of records it appears 
that normal and sub-normal pe- 
riods an followed at regular inter- 
vals by "boom" or "peak" years. 
The chart shows how true this 
-law of cycles" is of the building 
trades. 
Beginning in 1903 we' 


note the "peaks" in 1906, 
1909, 


1913, 1916, 1919 and 1922. 
They 


recur regularly at three- or four- 
year intervals. 
The phenomenal 


building Activity now sweeping the 
country could have been predicted 
three years ago. 


In future years it is not to 


of expected that the line will fall to 


any great extant However it may, 
fluctuate, it most femain in the 
area of abnormally high activity. 
From 1903 to 1914 it rose and fell] 
without wandering far from the' 
normal line. Surpluses balanced 
deficits and no appreciable short- 
age could accumulate. But afttg 
1914 the line was continuously be* 
low normal, and the need for new 
building 
became 
increasingly 


acute. 
Since the country n)ust 


make up thit tremendous deficien- 
cy while it it supplying its cur- 
rent needs, we must look for at 
least five years of abnormally high 
building activity. -

Widely Apart 


PARIS. August 26.—The difference 


In temperament 
between 
Premier 
Polncare and Prime Minister Lloyd 
George appears to have considered in- 
fluenced the recent negotiations be- 
tween the two government chiefs in 
London. The effects of their temper- 
aments still continue—to the embar- 
rassment of both governments. 
Premier Poincare is understood to 
bave found the British Prime Minister 
lacking in the logical grasp 
of 
the 
German 
situation 
in the 
French 


Sense, namely, that of having a reas- 
oned conception built up with great 
care upon what the French regarded 
as facts. 
Mr. Lloyd George was found 
to 
fcnaJte his points with dramatic force 
fcnd brilliant expressions and with his 
radiating and powerful 
personality. 
All these qualities of the British Pre- 
mier found M- Poincare cold. The lat- 
ter's thesis was harmoniously 
con- 
structed and constituted 
a brief in 
*rhich every point rested upon an of- 
ficial study of the conditions in Ger- 
many. Every conclusion was the re- 
•ult of a profound examination on the 
Spot by experts. 
The British Prime Minister appear- 
ed rather bored by the presentation of 
M. Poiftcare, whom he thought argu- 
Jnentative and dry. The French Pre- 
Snier, after making his exposition on 
•Jjy important feature of the French 
plan, listened on several 
occasions 
with some surprise to a. reply which 
usually evaded 
his 
reasoning. 
He 
would then go carefully 
over 
the 
whole subject again, 
appearing 
to 
think that the English^ premier had 
failed to understand the nature of his 
argument. 
Mr. Lloyd George would 
aga^n go off the subject, dereloping 
what seemed to him to be the larger 
political considerations. M. Pomcare 
would patiently bring him back to the 
particular matter under 
discussion. 
The latter would trace again all the 
outlines of his own logical structure. 
The consequence was that the French 
Premier, according to the members of 
hie entourage, formed the impression 
that Mr. Lloyd George -was erratic and 
that his mind quickly tired in the ex- 
amination of a single subject. 
It is also the opinion of the French 
Premier, according to those close to 
him, that once the British Prime Min- 
ister had reached a definite judgment 
by hia own intuitive processes he, did 
not make ajiy effort to explain the 
reasoning and the facts, upon which 
be arrived at his decision. The ne- 
gotiations were carried on .-with ex- 
treme courtesy but in an outside con- 
vennrtion Mr. Lloyd George is credited.

WASHINGTON, 
Aug. 
26.—Plans 


for the Improvement of the condition 
of tho Indians, with particular regard 
to health and education, are being 
worked out by Commissioner Burke 
of Indian Affairs with the approval of 
Secretary Fall, and an increasa in 
the estimates for the Indian Bureau 
probably will be asked in the next In- 
dian appropriation bill. 
The American Red Cross recently 


acceded to arrequest from the Interior 
department for the assignment of 
thre trained nurses to- be detailed to 
the Indian Bureau for one year, as 
the 
first 
step 
in 
Commissioner 


Burke's progrsJrn. 
In addition plans 


for enlarged school facilities to edu- 
cate 20,000 Indian children of school 
age not now in school are being work- 
ed out. Approximtaely 6,000 of this 
number belong to the Navajoe tribe 
and have never been to school. 
The nurses assigned to the Indian 


service, it was said at the Indian Bu- 
reau, will make a. survey of conditions 
on Indian reservations and give a 
demonstration of what may be ac- 
complished by women trained 
as 
nurses and in welfare work, to lay 
the foundation for asking Congress 
for appropriations tt> enable the In- 
dian Bureau to employ on the reser- 
vations \vomen of a higher grade for 
matrons and general field service, ac- 
cording 
to 
Commissioner Burke's

Commissioner Burke said today in 


commending on his plans, "for im- 
proving home conditions among In- 
dians and in teaching sanitation and 
looking after the health of children.

6,000 of this number are Xax-ajo'es 
that have never been to school. An 
increase in the estimates for educa- 
tion will be submitted, in the hope 
that Congress will respond in view 
of the demand. 
"It is planned, if the money can be 
obtained, to enlarge many of the 
school plants by .porch and other 
cheap construction, and it 'is also 
hoped that two abadoned military 
p.osts, Fort Wlngate. New Mexico and 
Fort Apache, Arizona, can be trans- 
ferred by the war department to the 
interior department, to be converted 
nito Indian scho.ols. 
Both of these 
posts are desirable and well located, 
and care for probably 1,020 pupils. 


"The_ interior department nad the 


Indian Bureau are giving much at- 
tention to health conditions a.t the sev- 
eral Indian schools and upon the dif- 
ferent reservations, and the present 
policy is to try and have at least one 
hospital upon every reservation with 
a capacity sufficient to care for the sick 
and particularly Indians that are very 
aged and infirm and without means or

STRAINED HONEY 


LONDON, Aug. 26. — Not the gross 
eating of the carnivorous animals, 
but the dainty feeding of the butter- 
flies today attracts many people to 
the Zoological Gardens, at least those 
people who appreciate what has been 
pronounced the prettiest sight in the 
zoo. 
There could be no greater con- 
trast than that afforded by a lion or 
a tiger snarlipg over a masy of flesh 
and bones and a flight of beautiful 
butterflies sipping honey. 
Every hour when the sun shines 
Miss Cheesma^i, Curatrix of inserts, 
enters the spacious butte-fly cage at 
the zoo and regales her charges, hun- 
dreds 
of 
peacocks, 
tortoisa-shfclls, 
brimstones, greenveined wlv.tea, afnd 
other butterflies galore, on diluted 
honey. 
There are plenty of flowers in the 
enclosure but artificial, feeding is nec- 
essary, for the blossoms do not pro- 
vide sufficient nectar for the thirsty 
insects, and they are so quickly fer- 
tilized by the frequent visits of the 
butterflies that they soon turn to seed. 


On entering the cage with the mix- 
ture Miss Cheesman Is mobb'id by 
the hovering throng — like a donor of 
cakes and sweets at a -picnic of school 
children — the gaily-hugd insect's set- 
tling all over her and a-;?emblins in 
a group upon the honey can.

Aerial Cliders 


Getting Results 


BERLIN. Aug. 26. — The sensation- 


al results attained in the gliding con- 
tests at Gersfeld have caused much- 
comment throughout Germany but in 
the opinion of aerial expert* the wind 
is so largely a determining factor in 
the success of motorless aviation that 
sail planes can never completely re- 
place the engine-driven machines. 


It is felt, however, that in the de- 


velopment of the glider lies Germany'* 
chief avenue to overcome the imposi- 
tions of the Versailles treatry restrict- 
ing the size of her aerial motors and 
the question has already arisen as to 
whether the entente will deem it ad- 
visable to extend the restrictions as 
to include the potentialities Arising 
through the, latest turn in German 
inventive 
genius. 
Experts 
believe 


that Germany can comply with the 
present treaty requirements and yet 
produce -an efficient air fleet by turning 
out machines in which the sail and 
motor feature* are confined. 


The principal objection to the mo- 


torless airplane in its present form, 
is that it is incapable of flying when 
there is no wind. "Speed is safety" 
hitherto has been quoted as an axiom 
in aviation: experts said that stability 
was only to be gained through power- 
ful mtoors. 
Now the possibility is 


seen of producing a vehicle capable of 
flying which would be automatically 
stable, yet which would be equipped 
with a motor so that, lacking, wind 
near the ground' it could raise itself 
to a height where there is always an 
air current. 


VThen the two student flyers, Mar- 


tens and Hentzen, stayed in the air 
at Gersfeld for more than an hour and 
two hours, respectively, thus success- 
fully establishing world records, they 
were operating their gliders in wnds 
rangng from five to 12 meters a sec- 
ond. 
Their feats marked the most ad- 


vanced steps in this direction since 
motorless flying was started in Ger- 
many in 1896, when Otto Lilienthal 
sacrificed his .life to the -ause. 
Dr. 


Deiszner. engineering professor in the 
technical school at Chralottenburg, 
declares it is very likely that, with a 
favorable wind and terrain, greater 
records will be made as to the dura- 
tion of flight, but he depreciates the 
possibility of long distance flight, but 
he depreciates the possibility of long 
distance flight, pointing out the de- 
pendence of the sail plane on the 
wind, both in its power of flight and 
the direction of flving.

Poincare Rejects 


llth Hour Offer 


Of the Germans 


PARIS. Aug. 26.—(By,The Associa- 


ted'Press)—Premier Poincare has re- 
jected the eleventh hour 
guarantees 


offered by the German government, 
and independent measures by France 
against Germany seemed assured to- 
night after failure of the reparations 
mission to obtain in Berlin the basis 
of a compromise acceptable to France. 


In well informed French circles it 


is considered reasonably certain that 
the 
reparations 
commission- will 


grant a moratorium for the rest of 
the year, with the final German pro- 
posals as an additional guarantee. 


Th« German proposals, 
handed to 


the reparations mission just before it 
left for Paris provided for a contract 
between the German government and 
the biggest German industrialists, in- 
cluding Hugo Stinnes. for delivery 
during the period of a moratorium of 
products of the Ruhr mines and wood 
from the state forests. • German in- 
dustry would guarantee faithful deliv- 
ery, and penalties would be enforced 
against the industrialists in the event 
the schedule was not lived up to. 
Details of the scheme were 
to be 


submitted by Germany next week, but 
the French prisoner rejected the plan 
today. 


The premier's opposition is said to 


be due to the fact that he believes the 
scheme made the industrialists 
more 


important than the government, and 
sinae tore business party in Germany 
is in'a position.to dictate to the gov- 
ernment, refusal to carry out the con- 
tract would leave the German gov- 
ernment powerless to act, and France 
would be as bad off as before. 


British optimism which continued 


even up to this afternoon had given 
way tonight to frank gloom over the 
situation after M. Poincare refused to 
accept the latest German proposals. 
The British think 
these 
proposals 


fairly meet M. Poincare's demands for 
the German mines and.'forests by ac- 
tually giving France the products of 
these natural resources without hand- 
ing the district over to political con- 
trol. 
The district in .possession of 
France, it is contended by the British, 
would only add chaos to the already 
critical situation. 


Sir ,Tohn Bradbury, just before the 


meetirlg of the reparations commis- 
sion, told The Associated Press he was 
convinced that Germany was really 
trying to meet the French view, and 
he urged that the Frence government 
meet Germany half way.
